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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 1 1 of remarks filed 10/18/2004, with respect to 
the Dion reference have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-3, 5, 7-15 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of Gokhfeld (US Patent 5,792,938) discloses a moisture 
measurement method using a humidity sensor, wherein the sensor response is 
measured at two different temperatures following a heating cycle, and the measurement 
value difference or slope of response function is directly used as the output signal of the 
device. 

While Furubayashi et al. (US Patent 4,651,121) suggests similar "exceptional 
moisture sensors, having a moisture sensitive material ... which function as either an 
electrostatic capacitance-variation format sensor or a resistance-variation format sensor 
depending upon the range of humidity to be detected" the related prior art does not 
suggest using adsorption (or absorption, desorbtion) rate as a function of time rather 
than temperature to determine moisture of humidity. 

Stormbom on the other hand discloses measuring sensor response as a function 
of time but during rather than following a heating cycle and the moisture is determined 
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as a function or result of the signal frequency spectrum analysis rather than simply the 
time rate of change.
